Iti this column last Thursday, 


Sept. 21, we noted that the 
Senate had passed and sent to 
the House a bill to divert federal 
highway funds to rail transit 
systems, and while wire 
dispatches didn't say specifi- 
cally that the money was 
coming from the Highway 
Trust Fund that was our 
educated guess. 


And we were correct. The 


Wall Street Journal spelled it 
out in its edition Monday, Sept. 
25, in a Washington dispatch 
written by Albert ft. Karr: 


"The 
administration plan 


initially had found tough going 
in Congress, but support lately 
has been gathering fast. The 
Senate voted 48 to 26 last 
Tuesday to let up to $800 million 
of the gasoline-fueled Trust 
Fund be used yearly to help 
finance transit systems, in- 
cluding both rail and bus 
equipment and facilities. The 
House is scheduled to vote on 
the highway legislation late this 
week or early next week, and 
administration Congress- 
watchers think their chances of 
winning on the House floor, 
while much less solid than in 
the Senate, are still reasonably 
good." 


A special federal tax was 


levied on your car's gasoline, 
and was later increased, under 
the solemn promise these 
special tax funds would be 
placed in the Highway Trust 
Fund and never used for any 
purpose except road con* 
struction. 


The primary road con- 


struction, of course, was the 
Interstate System.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - 


Sen. George McGovern accused 
the Nixon administration today 
of interfering with the return of 
three American prisoners freed 
by Hanoi, saying President Nix- 
on is afraid the men "will tell 
the awfUl truth about the war." 


The Democratic presidential 


nominee said the truth is that 
American bombing keeps the 
prisoner! in their cells. 


McGovern escalated his POW 


dispute with the administration 
as he campaigned in California, 
joined by Sen. Hubert H. 
Humphrey, a rival-turned-ally. 


He said he hopes his appear- 


ances with Humphrey will dem- 
onstrate that despite differ- 
ences on some issues, "both of 
us want to beat Nixon." 


McGovern forces also hope 


the teamwork will help Califor- 
nia Democrats forget the bitter- 
ness of the McGovem-Humph- 
rey presidential-primary cam- 
paign. 


They look also for an assist 


from Humphrey in reclaiming 
the labor vote, and McGovern 
said he expects that 90 per cent 
of it will be in his column on 
election day. 


Humphrey told his supporters 


in and out *>f organized labor: 
"You're not Humphrey support- 
ers, you're Democrats, you go 
on out and work for George 
McGovern." 


McGovern dealt with the pris- 


oner issue in a statement pre- 
pared for a meeting of North- 
ern California labor supporters, 
saying the administration de- 
nied a request of the three 
American fliers that Nixon "not

Prisoners sfep 
closer to home

Three American servicemen 


released by Hanoi arrived in 
Peking today, one step closer to 
their expected arrival in New 
York City Thursday. 


Seven of their fellow Ameri- 


cans still being held in North 
Vietnamese prison camps met 
Monday with the antiwar activ- 
ists escorting the freed men 
home and called for an end to 
the war. 


Tn the United States, it was 


unclear where the released 
men's first responsibilities lie 
— to thir civilian or military 
sides. 


The three men, Navy Lts. 


(j.g.) Markham Gartley and 


Norris Charles and Air Force 
Maj. Edward Elias, wore civil- 
ian clothes as they stepped off 
the Chinese plane that flew 
from Hanoi to Peking with 
touchdowns at Nanning and 
Changsha in Hunan province. 


Newsmen were prevented 


from speaking with the men. 


David Dellinger, head of the 


American peace group escort- 
ing the men home, said he 
didn't know when they would 
be leaving. But they are ex- 
pected to depart Wednesday for 
either Copenhagen or Paris. 


With the men on the trip 


home are Charles' wife Olga, 
Gartley's mother Minnie Lee, 
and the other antiwar activists

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 


The Arkansas Public Service 
Commission approved Monday 
industrial gas rates it said 
would assure Arkansas Loui- 
siana Gas Co.'s ability to fi- 
nance its Anadarko pipeline 
project. Arkla President W. R. 
Stephens did not seemed to be 
thrilled by the action. 


Stephens said he was not sure 


Arkla would be able to con- 
vince banks to lend enough 
money to pay for the pipeline. 
He said the rate allowed by the 
PSC will not be encouraging to 
lenders, but the real problem is 
the lack of an escalation clause 
that assures bankers Arkla will 
be able to collect for its huge 
investment in the pipeline. 


"We're gonna try," Stephens 


said. 


The PSC order sets an aver- 


age rate of 31.22 cents that Ar- 
kla's large industrial customers 
will pay per 1,000 cubic feet of 
gas. This rate is slightly above 
the average paid by the in- 
dustries under the old separate 
contract system that the PSC 
voided. 


The rate is a little below the 


temporary interim rate of 32 
cents allowed by the PSC in 
February, 
and 
commission 


Chairman Pat Moran said some 
refunds probably would be in 
order. 


The PSC order does not af- 


fect rates charged residential 


and commercial customers. 


In approving new rates, the 


PSC rejected a clause allowing 
Arkla to raise the rates auto- 
matically in the future to re- 
cover the costs of the pipeline 
project. 


Moran said the order would 


establish an industrial gas rate 
that keeps Arkansas com- 
petitive with surrounding 
states.

A PA argues for place on

Denial of a place on the gener- 
al election ballot to candidate 
of the American party would be 
an abridgement of fundamental 
voting rights, the party said 
Monday in a brief submitted to 
the Arkansas Supreme Court.

more danger from our own air- 
craft dropping bombs than we 
are from the Vietnamese. I 
want to go home." 


Asked if he had any message 


for his family, Hoffman said, 
"I miss them. I wish they could 
do something about this damn 
war." 


Cmdr. Wilbur, who has been 


in a prisoner of war camp for 
4% years, said, "Tell my fami- 
ly you have seen me. Use every 
facility to have them help you 
and the antiwar movement. 
Tell my wife I am working for 
it at this end. I have lived with 
a lot of people and the prison- 
ers here have no complaints. 
When I say they.. want the war 
over, I speak for all the prison- 
ers." 


Asked by antiwar activist Da- 


vid Dellinger how he felt about 
the war, Lt. Callahan stid, "If 
there is ever a group of men 
duped by the government here 
we sit. We will be disappointed 
if McGovern does not win."

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Will Spitz follow in wake 
of Weissmuller, Crabbe?

NEW YORK-(NEA)-Will Mark Spitz suffer from a 


case of tinselitis? 


Hollywood sweetly croons to him tunes of up to $5 


million. A similar kind of canticle was sung for Johnny 
Weissmuller and Buster Crabbe, also Olympic gold-medal 
swimmers who went on to swing from trees in Tinsel- 
town. 


The temptation is fierce to waft toward the riches, and

his fifth Olympic gold medal at Munich but two medals 
later he was refusing to be photographed unless he 
received a substantial fee. 


only the fortitude of a Ulysses, who roped himself to a 
ship mast so he could hear the Sirens' song but not go 
destructively toward it, might keep Spitz' feet on the 
ground. 


Offers for Spitz to become a movie star (as opposed 


to a true thespian) have originally dealt with the role of 
Tarzan. Weissmuller and Crabbe both have played that 
part. 


Perhaps, like most of us, they were looking for the 


rainbow; but possibly they mistook Hollywood's papier 
mache version for the real thing. 


Spitz' most recent heroes are Bobby Fischer and Joe 


Namath, both of whom are original individuals and 
staunch capitalists. Spitz is apparently particularly struck 
by the latter quality. He has not been photographed 
wearing all seven of the gold medals he won in Munich 
because he was seeking to get a sublime price for such 
an esthetic shot. 


And when the brainstorm struck that Spitz might be 


terrific at bellowing "Umgawa," he supposed that dental 
school could always be postponed a year while he turns 
apeman. 


Spitz told Time Magazine that he did not want to end 


up like Weissmuller or C:abbe because they "were look- 
ing for something they couldn't seem to find." How did 
they end up? 


Both are now in their late 60s. Both have, rather kicked 


around, to use an aquatic phrase. They have sold swim- 
ming pools, and images (a Hollywood vestige). "Don't 
mess with my image," Weissmuller once told a reporter. 
"I am a good example for the youth," 


We can see Crabbe on late television commercials, 


stomach sucked in, peddling paunch-hiding undershirts. 


Both have some of what Jesse Owens has, the mark of 


"a professional good example," as Bill Johnson calls 
Owens in the book, "All That Glitters Is Not Gold." 


But values are often quickly distorted when the quick 


buck sashays past. 


"They promise me a million dollars and I sign tne 


paper where they tell me to," said Weissmuller. He is 
not broke now, but he is apparently not fulfilled either. 


Spitz playing Tarzan would be done for money, the 


same reason Weissmuller and Crabbe and Chita scratched 
their armpits on the screen. 


Spitz has said that he eventually hopes to become half 


as good a dentist as he was a swimmer. The hope is that 
if wrenching out a molar is really what would make him 
purr with joy, then that's what he will do.

Local boys, ages eight through 13, will be 


blowing the dust off their footballs and 
loosening up their throwing arms soon for the 
1972 Punt, Pass and Kick Competition. 
this year the local level of PP6K will be co- 
sponsored by the Hope Auto Co. in conjunction 
with participating Ford Dealers in the area. 


Nationally PPltK. now in its 12th year, is co- 


sponsored by the National Football League 
and the Ford Dealers of America.1

HOLLYWOOD (AP) - Bob 


Hope: "Are you a painless den- 
tist?" 


Mark Spitz: "I haven't hurt 


myself yet." 


This was part of the dialogue 


of a television skit that will 
mark the show business debut 
of Mark Spitz, winner of seven 
gold medals at the 1972 Olym- 
pic Games. 


The 
22-year-old 
swimmer 


broke into the bigtime Monday 
night by taping a Bob Hope 
special for airing Oct. 5. 


Spitz came to Hollywood last 


weekend under the auspices of 
his new agents, the prestigious 
William Morris Office. His first 
appearance was for Hope, who 
called Spitz at his Carmichael, 
Calif., home to assure the date. 


The fee for the Hope show 


was estimated at $10,000. All 
this for working a day and a 
half. 


At rehearsal, Spitz handled 


the gag lines well, with some 
coaching from the master, 
Hope. 


"Mark went home and did his 


homework 
after 
the run- 


through last night," the come- 
dian remarked between rehear- 
sals. "He knows the lines, but 
he reads them too fast. He's 
gotta learn to wait for the 
laughs." 


Hope said Spitz had been of- 


fered his choice of three skits 
from the comedian's gag writ- 
ing factory: a Western, a mov- 
ie saga with Hope as an aging 
Tarzan being replaced by the 
younger Spitz and a spoof with 
Spitz as a fledgling dentist. 


Spitz, a dental student at In- 


diana University, chose the 
last. The skit included three 
kisses by Julie Bennett, a busty 
redhead who portrayed his 
nurse. 


At a news conference earlier, 


Spitz left no doubt that his 
swimming career was over. 


"I haven't even been in the 


water since I finished the last 
race," he said. 


Spitz's agents said he had re- 


ceived, but not yet accepted, 
film offers from MGM, Warner 
Brothers, director Vittorio de 
Sica and others. 


Hope remarked, "I think he's 


got a real future in our busi- 
ness. He's a real inspiration to 
the youth of our nation. And 
what an athlete! He makes Su- 
perman seem like Truman Ca- 
pote. I call him Fort Knox with 
fins."

the top spot in The Associated 
Press college football poll for 
the third consecutive week 
today while Michigan and 
Notre Dame cracked the Top 
Ten and defending champion 
Nebraska continued the long 
climb back. 


The Trojans of Southern Cal 


received 28 first-place votes 
and 940 points from a nation- 
wide panel of sports writers 
and broadcasters following a 
55-20 rout of Illinois. 


Although they gained 20 


points in the balloting over last 
week, the Trojans had their 
lead over Oklahoma trimmed 
from 80 to 46 points when the 
Sooners blasted Oregon 68-3 
and piled up 14 first-place votes 
and 894 points. 


Colorado whipped Minnesota 


384 and held onto third place 
with five No. 1 votes and 728 
points but Tennessee went from 
fifth to fourth with one first- 
place vote and 622 points 
ihauks -to a 45-fr walloping of 
Wake Forest while idle Ohio 
State dropped from fourth to 
fifth with one first-place vote 
and 544 points. 


Alabama, a 35-0 winner over 


Kentucky, climbed from sev- 
enth to sixth with 468 points but 


Nebraska, gunning for a third 
straight national championship, 
mauled Army 77-7 and jumped 
from ninth to seventh with 485 
points. The Cornhuskers, No. 1 
in the preseason poll, skidded 
to 10th when they lost their 
opener to UCLA.

trimmed UCLA 26-9 and moved 
up from 12th to eighth while 
dropping the Bruins from sixth 
to 15th. Louisiana State fell one

Sexy text raises ire of professor 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - An 


anatomy text with a sexy 
touch, coauthored by a Mich- 
igan State University professor, 
has drawn the wrath of a fe- 
male professor. 


"The Anatomical Basis of 


Medical Practice" 
contains 


photos of nude women splash- 
ing in the surf and posing se- 
ductively on swings. But R. 
Frederick Becker, a professor 
of biomechanics at MSU, insists 
he intended only to "liven up a 
pretty deadly area." 


"I certainly don't think we 


were trying to exploit any- 
body's sexuality or anything 


like that," said the MSU in- 
structor. He wrote the book 
with two other teachers while 
all three were teaching at Duke 
University. 


But Dr. Estelle Ramey, a 


professor of physiology and 
biophysics at Georgetown Un- 
iversity's School of Medicine, 
says the book is an "obscene1 
denigration of women ... a las- 
civious approach to the study of 
anatomy." 


In a letter to the 1,000-mem- 


ber Association of Women in 
Science (AWIS), of which she is 
president-elect, 
Dr. 
Ramey 


said, "The book was obviously 


intended to make a lot of mon- 
ey by gingering up a rather 
dull subject with the fun and 
games of prurient photographs 
of leering naked women in se- 
ductive poses." 


Dr. Ramey said the writing 


in the book was "sexist," giv- 
ing this quote as an example: 


"We are sorry that we cannot 


make available the addresses 
of the young ladies who grace 
our pages ... our wives burned • 
our little address books ..." 


Becker called her objections 


"ridiculous." "We set out to 
write with a breezy literary 
style," he said.

ing your column on 
tap 


water. It's 
probably safe 


from a bacteria standpoint, 
but what about all those 
c h e m i c a l and industrial 
wastes. Are these sufficient- 
ly removed? Studies have 
shown less heart trouble m 
locations where there's hard 
water and lots of minerals. 
Perhaps this is because of 
the 
calcium, 
magnesium, 


salts, iron, aluminum and 
other metals in the water. 
Couldn't 
the 
person who 


drinks distilled water get 
these elements from vitamin 
pills? 


The chemical wastes and 


other products dumped into 
the water are all lowered to 
acceptable limits in munici- 
pal 
water 
supplies. The 


complete mineral and chemi- 
cal content of the water is 
fairly well regulated by pub- 
lic health regulations. This 
includes 
keeping 
enough 


chemicals ,ia-«*-«** *> 
prevent the growth or de- 
velopment of any significant 
bacteria even in the pipe- 
lines carrying water to dif- 
ferent residences, and it in- 
cludes being sure that the 
amount of chemical residues 
are within a range that will 
not be harmful to health. 


Dear Reader — Y e s . 


you're 
absolutely 
r i g h t . 


Many of these chemicals and 
what we call "trace ele- 
ments" are important in the 
body's 
function. 
Some of 


them are necessary lor cer- 
tain enzymes in the body. 
In many localities this is a 
good source of iodine which 
is essential to the body. The 
only other common sources 
of iodine are in iodized table 
salt or in seafood. 
. The trace metals of im- 
portance to the body are not 
found in vitamin tablets. You 
can find vitamin tablets that 
contain iron, but that's about 
it. So you can't rely on tak- 
ing a vitamin tablet a day 
to provide all of the trace 
metals and chemicals that 
the body might need. Most 
of these are also included in 
the fruits 
and vegetables 


that people should be eating. 
I'd like to emphasize again 
that city water right out of 
the tap is probably the saf- 
est water source available to 
us.

two years ago 1 began feel- 
ing a numbness at night in 
my thumbs and two tore- 
fingers. Sometimes both. My 
family doctor sent me to a 
neurologist who advised X 
ray pictures of my neck and 
head and mentioned a pos- 
sible pinched nerve. The pic- 


ture showed nothing and my 
doctor prescribed 
nothing. 


The numbness continues and 
I think it gradually gets 
worse. Should I pursue the 
matter or learn to live with 
this condition. 


Dear Reader — Pursue it. 


Arthritis of the neck region 
of the spine or changes in 
the spine in this area can 
press on the roots of the 
nerves that go to the arm. 
Other structures can also 
press on the nerves. In some 
people a muscle may be 
drawn 
tightly 
over 
the 


artery, nerve and vein, that 
goes to that part of the 
arms or in still other people, 
an extra rib (cervical rib) 
will create pressure. 


In some people the position 


in which they sleep makes a 
difference. If you have the 
habit of sleeping with your 
arms above your head, try 
learning to sleep with them 
down at your side. With the 
arms raised, muscular pres- 
sure can cause pressure on 
the nerves which wouldn't 
show up on an X ray.

Minority 
struggle 
is exhibit 


WASHINGTON (At») - 


long struggle of the landless, 
blacks, womcfi, Indians and 
others to win the right to vote 
is portrayed in a new exhibition 
at the Smithsonian Institution. 


The show opening today at 


the Museum of History and 
Technology uses posters, pic- 
tures, music and other devices 
to portray how ballots were be- 
stowed, sometimes with consid- 
erable rancor, to the dis- 
enfranchised. 


In time, the exhibit runs from 


a land grant issued by King 
George m dated March 7,1764, 
to the pen used by President 
Nixon to sign the amendment 
which gave the vote to some 25 
million young voters in this 
year's presidential election. 


There is a "voting machine" 


from colonial times which con- 
sists of drawers and colored 
marbles which the voter used 
to designate the candidate of 
his choice. There are drawings 
of something called a staffer's 
ballot box, which had a false 
bottom and sides in which pre- 
marked ballot could be hidden 
prior to election day. 


The soldier vote may have 


been the easiest won. During 
the Civil War, Union soldiers 
were given ballots in the field 
to take part in the 1864 election 
between Abraham Lincoln and 
Gen. George McClellan. 


After the war, thousands of 


Southern 
whites 
were dis- 


enfranchised by a Union Con- 
gress until the end of the Re- 
construction ear. Negroes, in 
turn, were guaranteed the right 
to vote by the 15th amendment 
to the Constitution, only to lose 
it through such devices as liter- 
acy tests, poll taxes and other 
restrictions. 


The struggle for women's suf- 


ferage was a long one, starting 
with a "declaration of senti- 
ments" drawn up by Susan B. 
Anthony, Elizabeth Cady Stan- 
ton and others in 1848. The 
table on which it was drafted is 
on display, along with an ink- 
well and 
Susan 
Anthony's 


shawl. 


Women didn't win the right to 


vote until 1920, after many of 
them had gone to jail for their 
roles in militant demonstra- 
tions. 


A continuous slide show ac- 


companying the more than 200 
items portarys scenes from this 
long struggle.

Passenger train service to La- 
redo and Mexico will be re- 
stored by Christmas, Rep. Hen- 
ry Gonzalez said Monday. 


The San Antonio Democrat 


reported from Washington that 
AMTRAK 
president 
Roger 


Lewis informed him of the 
plans. 


No details were available, 


Gonzalez said, except that 
Lewis told him service from 
Temple, Tex., through Austin 
and San Antonio to Laredo will 
begin "by this fall or, at the 
latest, by Christmas." 
''' The last passenger train to 
Mexico was the Missouri Pacif- 
ic's Texas Eagle, which ended 
its run between Texarkana and 
Laredo in 1970. 


Temple is a connecting point 


with another AMTRAK passen- 
ger train that runs daily be- 


tween Houston and Chicago. 
That train travels through 
Temple, Fort Worth, Oklahoma 
City and Kansas City to Chi- 
cago. 


Rep. Jake Pickle, D-Tex., 


who pushed through Congress 
AMTRAK legislation author- 
izing funds for international 


service to Mexico and Canada, 
said from Washington Monday 
that AMTRAK will use Mis- 
souri Pacific tracks from La- 
redo to Taylor, Tex. He said 
Santa Fe tracks will be used 
from Temple north. 


Yet to be decided is the rout- 


ing on the brief stretch between 


Taylor and Temple, Pickle 
said. 


He said AMTRAK is to take 


official action on the U.S.-Mexi- 
co route at a board meeting 
Thursday. 


Pickle reported the service 


will connect across the border 
at Neuvo Laredo with a Mexi- 
can train to Mexico City.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


State Police announced today 
that most troopers have volun- 
teered to work an extra day 
each week through October as 
part of a new series of steps to 
try to curb the rising highway 
fatality rate in Arkansas. 


State policemen normally 


work five 10-hour days each 
week, but most will work six 
days during October. No officer 
will be required to work the 
sixth day, but an announcement 
by the State Police said a poll 
indicated that at least 90 per 
cent of the troopers would par- 
ticipate in the program. 


Officials said other measures 


during the stepped-up enforce-
